INDIANAPOUS, Ind., Nov. 
8.—The 
weather is cloudy and toeatening and 
the streets are muddy. 
The town is ap- 
parently broken loose now that Har- 
rison's election is beyond dispute. At 
this 
hour 
Pennsylvania 
avenue is 
crowded for squares, and thousands of 
horns are blowing. 
The din is abomin- 
able, one cannot 
hear nor 
sx)eak. 
Around the new Dennison hotel, the 
vacant quarters of the republican state 
committee, surges a crowd of 3,000 or 
4,000, while the corriders of the big 
house are jammed. 
Along Washington 
and Illinois streets are gathered large 
crowds shouting and cheering for Gen. 
Harrison. 


The crowds are naturally of a humor- 
ous and hilarious disposition. 
There- 
fore, it is not to be presumed that any 
disrespect to the president was intended 
by the roars of laughter and cheers that 
are greeting a wagon, now 
passing 
through the streets, ^drawn by a mule. 
Within is a coffin, on top of which sits a 
half dozen mourners, carrying huge bo- 
quets in their hands, and the moumei-s 
are acting with a great lack of decorum, 
for every few moments their feelings 
overcome them to such an extent that 
they stand up, wave their boquets and 
then sit down and wipe the mock tears 
away with brilliant bandanas. 


From the head of the coffin hangs the 
picture of President Cleveland. The 
eyes of the picture are very black, while 
below is the inscription, "They done me 
up bad." 


As the funeral wagon passed along 
Pennsylvania avenue it was greeted 
with storms of applause and the blowing 
of thousands of horns.

In the 
dark days of Scotland, when it became 
necessary to battle, aU the clans marched 
to the rendezvous, each bearing its 
special flag, but when the rendezvous 
was reached the old flag of Scotland was 
uplifted, and all the flags of clans went 
down as the shout of 'Scotland forever!' 
rang out. So it is that Christians can 
have 
their 
demonstrations 
each 
with 
its 
special 
ensign, but 
when the time of battle comes, the one 
star of Bethlehem and the blood-stained 
stripes of the cross are unfurled, and all 
the others go down before the cry of 
Jesus forever!' But I am asked the 
meaning of this joyful celebration, and 
I will answer. 
It means to attempt to 
take Brooklyn for Christ, and by that I 
mean Brooklyn not only as it is now, 
but what it shall be. 
It means the cap- 
ture of the twentieth century for God. 
Do you realize that we are only fifteen 
years from the gate of a new century? 
That young man of twenty will be but 
thirty-five when the twentieth century 
comes. 
Then the young men of to-day 
will be holding the positions of honor 
and trust in this city, and if they are 
brought to God, what a glorious thing 
for the city it wiU be. 
The nineteenth 
century was launched for infidelity, 
Voltaire was dead, indeed, but not so 
long before but that this 
influence 
shaped the incomings of this hundred 
yeai-s. 
Tlie twentieth century will be 
launched for God. This build ing means 
more. 
It means the evangelization of 
the masses. 
Ninety-nine out of one 
hundred people on this earth are of the 
masses. 
Tlie rest, some by special fa- 
voi-s of providence, have gone in o the 
upper 
classes, I 
mean the 
peo- 
ple 
out of the 
church, and there 
are myriads of them. 
Why, there are 
300,000 peojjle in this city who come not 
within the doors of the churches. But 
there is work which the church can not 
do and which the Young Men's Chris- 
tian associations can accomplish. Go 
and preach the gospel where we can't 
preach, where we can't reach. The 
Young Men's Christian assocation is the 
right wing of the Lord's army, and it is 
a part of the church. 
Further, I un- 
derstand this building means the put- 
ting of kindly influence in the way of 
young men. 
A tremendous amount of 
good can thus bt^ accomjilished. 
There 
is one kind of young man whom I don't 
care to have much to do with. He 
the mean, sordid, selfish, sour young 
man who wll stand for an hour in a bar 
room, too stingy to buy a drink but 
waiting for some one to ask him; too 
mean to go to penlition unless .some 
body else pays his cxpensos. 
Such 
young man would be a nuisance in the 
church if you could get him, and even 
satan does net want him, for it would 
not ])e long before he would be di.sput 
ing with his satiinic majesty tlie throne 
of everlasting meanness.

Our spirits rise every moment, 
as the depressing influence of the re- 
lentless sun gives place to the freshness 
of evening; and we forget the weariness 
and heat of noon, as we breathe the de- 
lightful air in this "cool of the day." 
This is the time for rest, so the horses 
are imsaddled and set at work on theii 
barley, while we refresh ourselves with 
a liberal meal, and water from the goat- 
skins, and then the beds are spread on 
the desert, and we lie down to sleep un- 
der the stars. Is it any wonder that 
the Arabs study astronomy ? 
They live 
nearer the stars than most of us. 
Their 
stars in this clear air are brighter than 
ours; they have fewer clouds; their 
roof are thinner. 
The Arab poet looks 
up at the heavens and sees not a "floor 
inlaid with the patines of bright gold," 
nor a canopy "painted -with unnumbered 
sparks," but rather a dome with many 
hanging lamps, suspended by invisible 
cords.

special flag, but when the rendezvous 
was reached the old flag of Scotland was 
uplifted, and aU the flags of clans went 
down as the shout of 'Scotland forever!' 
rang out. 
So it is that Christians can 
have 
their 
demonstrations 
each 
with 
its 
special 
ensign, but 
when the time of battle comes, the one 
star of Bethlehem and the blood-stained 
stripes of the cross are unfurled, and all 
the others go down before the cry of 
'Jesus forever!' 
But I am asked the 
meaning of this joyful celebration, and 
I will answer. 
It means to attempt to 
take Brooklyn for Christ, and by that I 
mean Brooklyn not only as it is now, 
but what it shall be. It means the cap- 
ture of the twentieth century for God. 
Do you realize that we are only fifteen 
years from the gate of a new century? 
That young man of twenty will be but 
thirty-five when the twentieth century 
comes.

mean the 
peo- 
ple 
out of the 
church, and there 
arc myriads of them. 
Why, there are 
300,000 peojjle in this city who come not 
within the doors of the churches. But 
there is work which the church can not 
do and which the YoTing Men's Chris- 
tian associations can accomplish. Go 
and preach the gospel wliere we can't 
preach, where we can't reach. The 
Young Men's Christian assocatiou is the 
right wing of the Lord's army, and it is 
a part of the church. 
Further, I un- 
derstand this building means the put- 
ting of kindly influence in the way of 
young men. 
A tremendous amount of 
good can thus bt^ accomi>lished. 
There 
is one kind of young man whom I don't 
care to have much to do with. 
He is 
the mean, sordid, selfish, sour young 
man who ^viIl stand for an hour in a bar 
room, too stingy to buy a drink but 
waiting for some one to ask liim; tot) 
mean to go to pertlition unless some 
body else pays liis oxpenstis. 
Such a 
young man would be a nuisance in the 
church if you could get him, and even 
satan does net want him, for it would 
not be long bctVjre he would l)e disput 
ing with his satjmic majesty the throne 
of everlasting meanness. 
But I do cart 
for the young man who feels that he has 
noble aims to attain.
